"When, at the close of Vny hunting 


trip, in Africa, I readied the borders

ple of the frontier earoe together to

peculiar feeling for the men and wom- 
en of what used to be ca'lled the 'Far 
West,1 and especially for those of the 
cattle cluntry. For a number of years 
I lived on a ranch.on the- Little. Mis- 
souri, sharing wor kand play,

fortune and bad fortune, 
with 
my 


neighbors; working, on the' round-up, 
serving as delegate from 
the" Little 


Missouri round-up district to the Mon- 
tana Stock-growers' association, and 
even at times acting as deputy sheriff 


at my end of the country.

count 


those years as among the most valu- 
able of my life. 
because 
nothing 
breeds such community of feeling, as 
to work with one's fellowmen at their 
life tasks, and to learn to know their 
feelings by actually sharing them. The 
man of the west, 
throughout 
the 


successive stages of western growth, 
has always been one of the two or 
three most- typical 'figures—indeed,. J 
am tempted to say, the most typical 
figure—in American life, and no man 
can really understand our country and 
appreciate what it really is and what 
it promises .unless he has the 'fullest 
and closest sympathy ;with the ideals 
fnd aspirations of the west.

prime reason for this is to be found 
in the fact that the westerner is so 
good ah American.

Every day and every hour in the, 
year about 3,000.000 persons lie dan» 
gerously ill In the United States. 


Fully- half of. this Illness, is pre- 
ventable. 


Three-fourths of tuberculosis, 
from 


which 159,000 Americans die annually, 
could be avoided. 


If each life lost Is appraised nt 


only $1,700 and each year's average 
earnings for adults at only $700, the 
conomlc gain from preventing pre- 
ventable disease, measured in dollars 
exceeds one and a half billions. 


Professor 
Fisher's 
report 
said: 


"Kightetn experts in '-arlous diseases, 
as well as vital statisticians, 
have 


contributed data on the ratio of pre- 
ventahility of ninety different causes 
of death Into which mortality may be 
classified. From these data It is found 
that 15 years at least could be added 
to the average human lifetime by ap- 
plying the science of preventing dis- 
ease. 
More, than half of this addi- 
tional life would come from tlie pre- 
vention of tuberculosis, typhoid 
and 


five other diseases, the prevention.-of 
which could be accomplished by purer 
air. water and 
milk. In

Mass., after the installation of a pure, 
water supply, the death rate from ty- 
phoid was reduced by SO per cent. li\>r 
every death thus saved from typhoid.

trip in 'Africa, I reached the borders 
of civllaztlon, the: first irivittaion I 
accepted was this, to visit the capital 
of Wyoming on the day when the peo- 
ple of the, frontier'came together to- 
commemorate their achievements;

was glad it was so, because I have a 
peculiar feeling for the men and wom- 
en, of what used to be called the 'Far 
West,' and especially for those of the 
cattle cittntry. For a number of-years 
'•I lived on a ranch on the Little Mis- 
souri, sharing wor kand play,

fortune and bad fortune, 
with 
my 


neighbors; working on the round-up, 
serving as delegate from 
the Littlo 


Missouri round-up district to the Mon- 
tana Stock-growers' association, and 
even at times acting as deputy sheriff 


at my end of the country.

count 


those years as among the most valu- 
able of my life, 
because 
nothing 


breeds such community of feeling as 
to .work with one's fellowmen at their 
life-tasks, and to .learn to know their 
feelings by actually sharing them. The 
man of the west, throughout the 
successive. stages of western growth, 
has always been one of the two or 
three most typical figures—indeed, I 
am tempted to say, the most typical 
figure—in American life, and' no man 
can really understand our country, and 
appreciate what it really is and what 
it promises unless he has the fullest 
and closest sympathy with the ideals 
and aspirations. of • tho 
west.

Spoke at Frontier Celebration 


At Cheyenne 


CHEYENNE, Wy., Aug. .27.—Theo- 


dore Hoosevelt delivered the following 
address here today: 


!"When, at the close of my.hunting 
trip in Africa, 1 reached' the borders 
of clvilazlion,- the first invittaion I 
accepted was this, to visit the capital 
ofWyomine on the day. when the peo- 
ple of the frontier came together to 
commemorate their achievements; I 
was glad it was so, because I have a 
peculiar feeling for the men aria wom- 
en of what used to be called'the 'Far 
West,' and especially for those of the 
cattle ciuntry. For a number of years 
I lived on a ranch on the Little Mis- 
souri, sharing, wor kand play, 
good 


fortune and bad fortune, 
with 
my 


neighbors; working on the .round-up, 
serving as delegate from 
tho tittle 


Missouri round-up district to the Mon- 
tana Stock-growers' association, and 
even at times acting ,ns deputy sheriff 


at my end of the country.

''A hundred years, ago,- when men 
poke of the west they nieunt the 
ountry between the Alleghanles and 
he Mississippi. Fifty years ago the 
hito man's west took in Minnesota, 
owa and Kansas, and then 'skipped 
cross to California and Orogan. .The 
ountry of the great plains and the 
Cockles, tho country in which you 
yhom I am now addressing, lead your 
ves and do your work, has grown up 
•ithin my own lifetime. I myself saw 
nd took part in the closing years of 
he pioneer period, and it was my 
great privilege to work side by side 
with the pioneers—the ranchmen, the 


iners, the cow-punchers, the mule- 
kinners, the bull-whackers, who act- 
ally opened up the country. I have 
een the herds and flocks of tho cat- 
omen and sheepmen supplant the 
ame; I have soon the fortunate move- 
lent by which the small farm has 
ended gradually to take the place of 
e great unfenced ranch. I now trav- 
in every comfort on railways across 
ands which when I first rode across 
lem, were still the home of the Tn- 
ian and the buffalo; and I find cities 
•here one can obtain not merely com- 
»rt, but luxury, in the places where 
hirty years ago there was not a build- 
ig beyonfl a log hut or a. dobie house, 
he men who did this work were en- 
aged in' the final stages of conquer- 
g trie continent; 
and it was their 
rivilege to do one of the great works

of all'time, to do their part in: the 
performance of an epic feat in the his- 
•tory of tho progress of mankind. 


"I have used the word progress. The 


west stands for growth, for progress. 
So must the .whole American people 
stand. A great democracy must -be 
progressive, or .it;will soon.:ceuse 
to 


bo either great or democratic;.'no ria- 
tlon.-.no state,1 no party,-can stand still. 
It must either go.forward or go back- 
ward; and it-becomes useless if It goes 
backward. Therefore I-greet you, men 
of the. west, and I stand for progress 
as -all men must stand who aro pro- 
gressive. 


"The pioneers and their immediate 


successors, won victory only by prov- 
ing that they 
possessed 
the 
great, 


masterful qualities which, lie at 
the 


foundation of 
national 
greatness. 
There are certain well-meaning men 
of intellectual cultivation, but lacking 
mental • and 
moral robustness, who 


complain continually that they 
find 


American life, and especially • tho life 
of 
those 
American 
communities 


emerging from the 
pioneer 
stage, 


crude and without genius or beauty. 
Genius is a fine thing for a nation, 
but character is a still finer thing, and 
though beauty is good, strength is an 
even greater good.. 


The men-who have made-this-great 


republic of the west what It is,-and es- 
pecially the men who have turned it 
Into a continental commonwealth, have 
possessed in tho highest 
• degree.;the 
great virile virtues of strength, cour- 
•ige, energy and undaunted and unwav- 
ering resolution. Their typical1 leaders 


of whom Abraham Lincoln,' though 


the most exceptional, was the most 
typical—have possessed '• keen intelli- 
gence, and a character not merely 
•strong but lofty, a character exalted by 
the fact that great powewvas accoin- 
.lanled by a high and tine determina- 
tion to use this great power for the 
common good, for tho advancement of 
mankind. The. pioneer days are over, 
Kavo in a few places; and the'more 
complex life of today calls for.a-greater 
variety of good Qualities than 
were 


needed on the frontier.' There is need 
at present to encourage th© development 
of new abilities which can be brought 
:o high perfection only by a kind of 
training useless in pioneer times; but 
.hese new qualities can only supple- 
ment, and never supplant, the old, 
lomely virtues; the need for tho spe- 
cial and distinctive pioneer virtues is 
as great as ever. In other words, as 
>ur civilization grows older and mora 
complex, while it is true that wo nee4 
o develop men xvhose lives are, devoted 
vholly to the pursuit of special objects, 
t is yet also true, that we need a great- 
er and not a less'development of the 
undamental 
frontier virtues. These 


'ii-tues include the.power of self-help, 
ogether with tho power of joining with 
ithersVor mutual help, and, what is 
specially 
important, the 
feeling, of 


comradeship, of social good-fellowship. 
\ny man who had the good fortune to 
ive among tho old frontier condition., 
"mist, in looking back, realize ho\v vital 
vns this feeling of goner.il eomrado- 
hlp and social fellowship. There we're- 
good men and bad men 
In tho now 


communities just as in the old com- 
munities, and tho conditions on 
tho 


frontier were such that tho qualities of 
thn good nnd bad Viliko were rather 


j more strikingly manifest thnn in older 
I communities; but among the men who 
i tried to load hardworking', decent lives, 
I there was a. feeling of genuine democ- 
racy, which represented ;in approach to 
the American Ideal which wo certainly 
should dn evorthlug In mir power to 
iirc.'iW-.-c. We did not trv to :-ny thai 
men wero oqunl when they wcro not 
equal, tint, wo did our lust lo secure 
FomothlnK like an cqimllty of oppor- 
tunity rind in equnllty of rowiml for 
$:nod service; -nml, moreover, each man 
expected to bo received, nml, on 
tho 


whole, wan received, wherever ho wont, 
on the. fnotlns thut his merits war- 
ranted. 


"Now. .so fur »«'pOBpiblo those qunll- 


tlcfl nuil tho condition* Hint bring about 
these qualities fhould be kept In tho 
great states which aro growing out oj 


the old frontier communities'. We need 
to strive for the general social Wtter- 
ment of tho people, as a whole, and yet 
to encourage individual liberty and sot 
high reward on individual initiative up 
to. the point where they become detri- 
mental to the general welfare. In con- 
tinually and earnestly striving for this 
betterment of social and economic con- 
ditions in our; complex .Industrial civil 
isation, we should- work in the old fron- 
tier spirit of rugged strength and cour- 
age, and-yet with tho old frontier spirit 
of brotherly comradeship and good- 
will. I do-not mean that wo should re- 
frain from hating wrong; on the con- 
trary, I would preach fiery 
wrath 


wrath against wrong. But I would 
preach such wrath -against tho wrong- 
doer; pave in those cases where his 
wrong-doing really is due to ovil moral 
attributes on his part, and not to a 
wrong or false system, of which he is 
almost as much the victim as the bene- 
ficiary. Sometimes a wrong represents 
the deliberate 'wickedness of the wrong- 
doer. In which case tho remedy is to 
punish him;', but sometimes it repre- 
sents the effects of a false'social sys- 
tem; in which case the right course is 
to -altar what is 'false in the system. 
Both principles need to be kept in view 
as guides to our conduct, and it is nec- 
essary sometimes to work-in accord- 
ance with-one and .sometimes in ac- 
cordance with the other. 


"Before ending: I wish, to say a word 


on something which I believe should 
especially interest all men: who live in 
the open country, and especially all 
men who during' the past thirty years 
have, lived. and .worked on ranches, or 
have done their lifework in the wilder 
parts of our land, on tho great plains 
or among, the.moimtains. The phase of 
our national life In which the stock- 
man, tho mining prospector, the fron- 
tier farmer and their associates wert> 
the chief characters, was not only a. 
very important, but also a very pic- 
turesque phase. Often such a phase 
passes without'any great artist arising 
to:commemorate it. The old-time back- 
woodsman, for'instance, the man of tho 
back country ,who lived in the eastern 
forests through which the waters ran 
eastward, to the Atlantic and westward 
to tho Mississippi, passed away with- 
out any painter or sculptor arising who 
possessed 
at once both the keen- 


ness 
of 
vision 
to 
• see 
what 


a 
vital 
and 
picturesque 
figure 


!ho 
backwoodsman 
was, 
and tho 


eenlus adequately to pr?»«nt 
that 


figure. . The artiste who:s»w the plc- 
tureiqueness of the : taclcwoodsirian 
lacked tho 'genius adequately to com- 
memorate it; while the artists of real 
ability unfortunately had their eyes 
turned towards Europe, and lacked the 
robust originality—which the novelist 
Cooper showed—to see where their 
chance lay to do a great .work. 
But 


In our generation, for our good fortune 
a great artist arose who was capable 
of seeing and of recording the infinite 
picturesqueness of the life of the plains 
and the Rockies. 
Of course I 
speak 


of Frederick Remington. 
He was one 


of 
those 
Americans 
who . by 
his 


achievements distinctly deserved well 
of America. 
lie worked with pencil, 


with brush, with chisel: he was both 
a painter and a sculptor. 
His pic- 


tures and his few bronzes are equally 
good. 
When my own regiment, .a 


typically western regiment recruited 
mainly from tho men of the great 
plains and the mountains, was dis- 
banded at Montauk Point, the officers 
and enlisted men joined in giving me 
Remington's bronze Bronco Buster; a 
gift which I-thought peculiarly appro- 
priate coming ' from .such a body, of 
men. 
In Remington's pictures all the 


_nost. vivid and characteristic features 
of the western pioneer life which'is 
lust closing were set forth, and he has 
commemorated forever the men of the, 
Mains and the mountains as they ac- 
tually were. 
The cowboy is his fav- 


orite type, but- the mining prospector, 
tho frontier farmer, 
the 
man 
who 


guides 
ox-wagon or mule team, the 


soldier, the Indian—all appear. 
Now 


I wish very much that these men 
ihcmselves would in turn provide a 
monument for the great artist, the 
sum of whose activities .represents 
such a feature of American .achleva- 
ment, and. above all. represents the. 
commemoration of some of the most 
Interesting figures that have ever ap- 
peared on the stage of American life. 
A statue sliould be raised to Reming- 
ton by some really first-class artist. 
Here at Cheyenne in this gathering 
_.iany hundre'ds of the men have come 
together who were themselves typical 
leaders in, and representatives of, the 
very life which Remington so por- 
trayed that it will always live. 
I hope 
that these men will join together, ar- 
range the appointment of a committee, 
and start to raise funds for the erec- 
tion of such a statue.

the addresses to be delivered at the 
second national conservation congress 
In St. Paul, September 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
which will coma closer to tho home life 
of every American, is that ot Dr. P. 
F. Wesbrook. doan of: the Madlcil 
school o£ the, 'University of Minnesota. 


'Life and!;'Health as National As- 


setts" is tho.; subject to bo discussed 
by Dr. Wesbrook. flo other phase of 
conservation furnishes a broader field 
for discussion according to tho officers 
of tho congress and much that • -will 
benefit mankind is expected to come 
from paper to be read by Dr. Wes- 
brook, an authority on national' vital- 
ity.To give an Idea of tho scope of the 
question to be discussed by Dr. "Wes- 
brook it fs pointed out that the- report 
on "NaUonal Vitality, Its Wastes anc 
Conservation," made to the national 
conservation commission 
by 
Irving 
Fisher, professor of political economy, 
Yale university showed: 


Every day and every hour in tho 


year about 3,000,000 persons lie dan- 
gerously ill in the United States. 


Fully half of this illness is pre- 


ventable. 


Three-fourths of tuberculosis, . from 


which 169,000 Americans die annually, 
could bo avoided. 


If each life lost is appraised ' at 


only $1,700 and each year's average 
earnings for adults at only $700, the 
economic gain from preventing pre- 
ventable disease, measured in dollars 
exceeds one and a half billions. 


Professor 
Fisher's 
report 
said: 
'Eightetn experts in various diseases, 
as well as vital statisticians, 
have 


contributed data on the ratio of pre- 
ventablllty of ninety different causes 
of death into which mortality may be 
classified. From these data it is found 
that 15 years at least could be added 
to the average human lifetime by ap- 
plying the science of preventing dis- 
ease. More than half of this' addi- 
tional life would come from the, pre- 
vention .vof tuberculosis, typhoid and 
five other diseases, the .prevention of 
which could be accomplished by purer 
air, water and 
milk. In Lawrence, 


Mass., after the Installation of a pure 
water supply, the death rate from ty- 
phoid was reduced by SO per cent. For 
every death thus saved from typhoid, 
two or three deaths are saved 
from, 
other diseases." 


Professor Fisher reported that the 


length of life is increasing wherever 
sanitary science and preventive medi- 
cine are applied. Statistics show that 
the average duration of lifo in India 
is less than 25 years; in Sweden, more 
tiia.ii 50 years, and in Massachusetts 
45 years and that in Europe it has 
doubled in three and one half cen- 
turies. 
In 
Massachusetts 
life 
is 


lengthening at tho rate of 14 years per 
century, or about ono half the rate of 
Germany.

. The public playground idea has been greatly developed and 
popu- 


larized throughout the country. 
The tendency in most cities is to utilize 


all the public playgrounds, parks nnd buildings as never before, for (ho 
benefit of the whole people. 
In most cities the school buildings are held 


in idleness during the summer months. 
Why not have them opened for 


the benefit of the poor children who can get no vacation, and who are nl 
a loss for some shady place in which they can escape the intense heal of 
the sun, enjoy tho pure air, and a reasonable amount of amusement? 


There is no reason whatever why some arrangement should not be 


made to open these buildings during vacation for occasional lectures, 
amusement features and some form of manual training in which the chil- 
dren would take (ho greatest, delight. 


A few days ago we spoke of thc vast possibilities of making the com- 


mons more serviceable and more useful (o the entire community. 
If in 


addition to what can be done in that-direction the school buildings should 
also be opened during ihe two months of very hot weather we believe tint 
a vast benefit would result to ihe poorer classes of the comniunitv and 
ultimately to the cnlire city. 


Some slight expense might be entailed in providing a director at each 


school, but in most cases the janitor would serve tho purpose very well, 
and the janitors are employed during (he summer with little or nothino- io 
do. 
Why should they not be required to open up the school* and allow 


the children of the district io come in, sit down and even enjov themselves 
in some mild form of amusement ? 
These school buildings'will remain 


when thc present generation is dead and gone, and it would not, 
them in the least to allow Ihe children to visit them several davs 
during the hot weather.
